Yellowstone  County 

Located  in  south  central  Montana,  Yellowstone  County 
is  Montana's  most  populous  with  1 13,419  residents,  according 
to  the  1990  Census. 

Billings,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  largest  city  with 
a  population  of  8 1 , 1 25  and  is  a  major  retail  and  wholesale 
trade,  financial,  energy,  transportation  and  medical  center. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median 
income  for  Yellowstone  County  households  in  1989  was 
$25,942.  The  county  is  2,666  square  miles  in  area;  2,635 
square  miles  in  land  area  and  3 1  in  inland  water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons. 
Normal  monthly  temperatures,  for  example  in  Billings, 
range  from  20.90  degrees  above  in  January  to  72.30 
above  in  July,  according  to  the  Local  Climatological 
Data  1992  Annual  Summary.  The  annual  percent  of  possible 
sunshine  days  is  60  percent  and  the  record  mean  precipitation 
is  14.37  inches.
